There were fe: the:city two granaries, oùé of 
whiek, in the Palace of Plessenburgh, had 
been supplied at the King’s cost, and the 
other, calied the corn-mägazine, at the ex- 
pence of the Magistratee, The former had 
„long been put in requisition by French Com- 
mîssaried, and had been chiefly applied to tie 
piovisiening of the French garrisens of Wit. 
tenberg and-Torgau. As this wus the King’s 
property, it was perhaps but rigut to deraand 
it for the fortrosses which were to defend ‘the’ 
‘country. Phe stores possessed by the Mágis- 
trates were purchased in those-years when a 
“scarcity of corn prevailed in Suxony. To 
afford some relief the Government had im- 
ported great quantities from’ Russia, by way 
\of the Baltic aad the Blbe. ‘The Magistrates 
of beipzig ha“ bought a considerable part 
of it, that-they Might be able to relieve the 
. wants of the citizens in case a similar calami. 
ty should again occur. It was ground and 
put into casks,cach containing 450 pounds, 
They had in their, Magazine 4,000 such 
casks, which had been left untouched even in 
“the year 1806, dad were carefully preserved, 
to be used onty in cases of extreme necessity. 
This was certainly a'wise and truly paternal 
precaution. So valuable astors would hare 
been sufficient to protect the city from hunger 
for a considergble time. As the French ar 
my beheved'alf over Saxeny as though it had 
been in an eaemy’s country, and, consumed 
evers thing far and fear, the móst urgent 
‚want was té inevitabfe consequence. ‘They. 
forgot the common maxim, that the bread of 
which you deprive the atizen and the hus. 
bandman is in fact taken from yourself; and 
that the:soldicr can have nothing where those 
who feed him have lost their all. The couu- 
try ronod Dresfen was already exháusted. 
Soldiers and travellers coming from that 
quarter could scarce!y find terms to describg 
the distress. « They uoanimoasly declared’ 
that the country from Oschatz to Leipzig was 
a real paradise, in comparison with Lusatia, 
“and the circle of Misnia, as far as the Kibs. 
Of this we soon had convincing proofs. Èt 
was necessary to pick out a great number of 
horses fessm all the regiments, and to send 
bick aamerous troops of saldiers to the de- 
pôts. Don Quizote’s Rosinante was a saperb 
animaF compared with thôse which returned 
“to Dresden, * Most: of tlrem had previously 
perished by the way. Here they covercd ail 
the streets. The men sold them gut of hand, 
partly for a few groschen. A great nambor 
were publicly put up to auction by thé 
Freach Commissartes; and you may form 
some idea what sorry beasts they must havc 
been, when you kauw that a lot of 26 was 
sold for 20 dollars. After some time the 
whole of the horse-guardsarrived here, They 
were competed at 5,000 meu, all of whom 
were uufit for service, How changed! how. 
lost was their once imposing appearance! 
Scarcely could troups ever make so tudicraus, 
so grotesqie, and so miserable a figure. 
Gigantic grenadiers, with caps of prodigious 
height, and keavy armed cuirassiers, were seen 
riding upon lean cows, which cestaiuly did 
not cut many capers. It was wonderfal that 
the animals shewed uo dispositiou to deëline. 
Their knapsacks werg. 
fastened to the horas, sothat you were puz- 


creature was appeoaching. Carbineers, with. 
cuirasses. and heimets polished hike mirrors, 
lay without bouts auk stockings in wheel. 
barraws, to which a pessant had harnessed, 
himself with his dog, and thus transported 
the.heroes, Few of the horses were yet able 
to carry the kuapsack, aad much less the 
rider. The men were therefore obliged to 
drag the jaded beasts by the bridie through 
the deepest morasses, aud thought themselves 
fortunate when at last the anumajs dropped to 
rise no more. Compared wit thwse endless 
caravaus, a band of strolling players might be 
cursidered as th> triùmphant procession of 
a Roman Emperor, All those men. were 
procveding to Erfurt and Mentz. 

<< These, and similar scenes whigh we had 
daily wiinessed, were 4’ uaturat consequeuce 
of the French system ‘of supply, and the 
prudigious badies of troups, which bore no 
proportian.to le resoucces of a small tract 
of country. Attempts had been mare but 
without -snccess, to nd other provinces 
abounding in grain and forage. The fertile 
ftelds'of Silesia and Bohemia were beyond 
their reach. 'Fhe angel with the fiery sword 
vigilantly guard.d the avenucs ta them against 
tte fallen children of Adam. It was now ál= 
solutely necessary to devise some’ cx=. 
pedient; and ta the French alt moars 
were alike. Sante rice had been. -pfo- 
cured by way of-the Elbe and the Rhine.

From morning till 
nightunothing was to be scen but waggons 
loading and setting out. Not a morsel, haw. _ 


ever, was given to the soldiers quartered upon 


the citizéns ; their superiors well kacw that. 
the patient landlord had yet a penny leftin his 
pockct to help himself out with. Thus the 
fine magazine was stripped; and its valuable 
contents, which would have kept twenty years . 
longer without spoiling, and had been pre- 
served with such care, were dissipated in a 
moment, You ma y. easily „conceive how 
scvert a misfortune this loss proved to tht 
city, and how keenly it was felt, when you 
know that we were in a manner besieged for. 
several weeks, and that not a handfut vf four 
was to be had even at the milis themselves. 
‘If you now take into the account the 
state of the city in a Gnancial point of view, 
you may judge how dreadfnl its condition ie 
general must have been, Jn uo town is a 
better provision made for. the indigent thag. 
in Leipzig. Here were poor.houses under 
the most judictous regulations, where food, 
re and lodging, were aforded. These build, 
ings were converted into hospitals, their 
inmates were obliged to turn out, at length 
the necessitous were deprived of their scauty 
allowancesethe funds were exhausted, and 
no fresh supplies received. The citizen, sunk 
under the weight of his burdens, it was ime, 
pessible to lay any new ones upon him. As. 
mong the differeat saurces of income enjoyed. 
by the city, the author knows of one wijch 
at each of the two principal fairs commonly 
produced 4000 dollars; whvreas the roceipts 
from it at the late Michaelmas fair fell short 
of 100 dollars. All the other branches of ree » 
venue, whether belouging tu the King or ta 
the city. färed no better. 
€ Such was the state of a city, which a few 
years since might justly be wumbered among 
the most opalent in Germany, aud whose. 
resources appeared inexhaastible, [t may be, 
considered as the heart of all Saxeny, on 
account of the manifoid channels for teade, 
manufactures, and industry, which h-re meet 
as in one common centre. Hence the com 
nerce of Saxauy extends to every part of the, 
globe, With he eredit of Leipzig, that of ail 
Saxony could not fait to br in a great measurd 
destroyed: Had nis state of thiugs continued 
a little loager, absolute ruin would probab!y 
have ensued, as the total suspension of trade 
would certainly have occasioned the removal 
of all the yet remaining muuied men. So low, 
however, the city was uot destiged to fall. 
The fatal blow already impeuded over Leip» 
zig, which was on the poïnt of being reduced, 
to a heap of ashes. Black storm.cieuds gather. 
ed thick around it but they passed off; and a 
uew sun, the cheering hope of better times, 
burstforth. Large bodies of troops are yet 
within our walls; and they are a heavy bare 
den to the impoverished inhabitants, undce 


‚their present eurcumstanees. We shall, howe 


ever, be relieved of some pirt of it, on the 
redaction ofthe fortresses upou the Elbe, 
whichtheenemy may yet defend for some 
time, though without any other prospect thau 
that of Gusal surrender, and of wiekhting for 
the läst time his desolating arms ou tne shores 
of that river.

eagles to the extremities of continental 
Europe. Cu this opinion [ must observe, 
that every War undertaken by. Buonaparte 
is unpopular, and every Frenchman knows 
that beis the aggressor, and every French. 
man, from the First Minister to the meanest 
peasant, feels ‘eonviaced, that so long as 
Bùuounaparte lives, so long will France be at 
war. And here [ must say, for the honour 
of Frenchmen, that the conduct of Buona- 
parte towards Spaîn was reprobäted by alf 
classes; —aând that was very ‘enèrgctically 
told to him by Fouché, in 1808, just before 
Buonaparte quitted Paris (on his return from 
Madrid) to place himself atthe head of his 
army which was to attack Austria. Bua. 
naparte asked Fouché, what the opinions of 
the Parisians were, respecting the affairs of 
Spain? Fouché replied, ““ Not very tavouf- 
able,” _ s6fheù (saiâ Buonaparte) incar-:

And here [ must takè the opportanity of 
remarking, that if Buonaparte’s Govern- 
ment acquired any stability, let it not Bè 
ùttributed to his popularity in Frauce, bât 
to the shameful and disgracefal Treatiës 
which the Sovereigas of Europe entered into 
with ‘that Chef de Bandit; and, what was 
still worse, for iatermarrying. with him aud 
his revolutionary associates. 
may be attributed the consolidation of Buo- 
naparte’s Government. Ändeed, what cam 
be thought of those Governments, wherc a 
French Ambassador cenducted himself hike 
one of Buonaparte’s Prefects in his provin. 
cial towns, he &übmission of the foreign 
Bovereigns, the gheaking mànner of their 
Ministers, wasa kind of ‘temmand given to 
Frenchmen to obey theír oppressor. Of 
the condact of the French Ambassadors, aud 
Secfet Agents in Germany, f have alrcady 
given an acoount. f will now €ù passant, 
relate a few anecdotes of whàt occurred at 
the Court of Portugal, though f have al.

dican, given some account of the insolent 
conduct of the late Marshal ‘Fannes, when 
he reprêsented the Corsican Emperor at 
the Court of Portugal. 

A French Spy, of the name of Alexis Vial, 
was attosted at Lisbon, in 1806, having been 
detceêted in taking sketches of the different 
fortifications about Lisbou. His papers were 
seized, and proofs of his guilt were found 
upon him.=einstead of shooting him; he was 
liberated, after a few weeks imprisonment, 
and sent away from Portugal, 

But M. Vial did uot allow the matter to 
rest here; on his arrival in Paris, he of 
course, misrepresented the conduct of the 
Court of Lisbon towards him, and stating 
he had been put to the torture, to’ make 
him confess, and that the Portugucse Go. 
vernment robbed him of all his ready cash, 
which amounted to 10,000 louis d'or his 
jewels, his cloaths, &c. He therefore re. 
quested the French Minister ot Foreign Af. 
fairs, to claim, from the Portuguese Go 
vernment, 20,000 louis, as a compensation 
for his losses. Falleyrand very strongly sup- 
ported this claim; in a conversation on this 
subject with the Count de Lima (the Por- 
tuguese Minister at Paris) the latter ob, 
served, that his Government might. have 
shut M. Vial, as they had proofs sufficient 
to justify suchan act. “Then why did you 
not doit said Talleyrand? Dead men telt 
no tâles; and you would have saved 20,000 
louis, which you certainly must pay.”

His father, who wasa Gentleman ot ince 

derate fortune, followed the profession of 
thé law, and tóök’ câte early to inspire in 

his sor just and elevated sentiments, lt

youtliful John had too much vivacity of 
character to ètterd to the repulsive duties 
of study.  Bearn, a province of France, 
situated to ihe north of the Pyrennecs,-

The inhabitants are well made, robust, 

active, coufageous, sober, and lively, 

Agreeably to the mauners of the country, 

Befnadoite was early „enured to fatigue 

and kardship.’ In winter, as well as sunze 

mér, he was actustomed to run about barè- 

Headed and bare-footed, with the children 

of the lower classes } and his favourite alie 

ment was bread, with some fruits. At 
the age of 15 he eloped from bis fathers 
house, and enlisted in the regiment of 
Royat Marines, in which corps he served 
in the Best Indies, during the American 
war, under the orders of M. de Busay, 
and with the squadron of Bailly de Suf. 
frein. He was made a corporäl à year afie 
his enlistment, and was appointel serjeant 
on his return to France, in 1783, Some 
time after this he was made Adjutant under 
Officer. His regiment was then. garrisoned 
at Marseilles, and, soon after his arrival at 
that place, the French Revolution broke 
out, which opened, at once, a career for 
Bernadotte, and many others like him, 
wherein they might signalize-their talents, 
and recap the reward of them. His cone 
duet, however, has generally been held 
to be more pure than some of the Revae 
lutionary Generals, and. he was always 
much beloved by hisseldiers. An ane 
ecdote fs related of him which sh vs 
that he can assume a requisite dignit 
station, When he was serving with u. 
naparte in Îtaly, the latter invitcd Bere 
nadotte to dine with him, and requested 
him to come early. Bernadotte did so; 
but when he arrived, Duroc, who was 
then Ceptain Aid-deeCamp to Bonaparte, 
informed Bernadotte that General Bonae 
parte was busy fnishing his post, and 
begged him to wait a while. Bernadotte 
replied, << Tell the General in Chief that 
it does nat suit General Bernadotte ta 
wait in he antieraom in the army, since 
at Paris the Directors themselves never 
exposed him to a similar mortification.”'—
